Easter and the Teacher. .As Catho- 
lics enter rightly into the spirit 
Easter when rise from our sins 
and live henceforth union with our 
risen Lord. the vine and 
are the branches. Our spiritual life 
will thrive insofar derives from 
Him, abide not Him, shall lopped off and 
destroyed. the way and the truth and the life. 

The same ideal, more intimately understood and more 
consistently brought into practice, the distinctive trait 
our life religious. The vows religion enable 
unite ourselves more closely with the risen Lord. 
limit ourselves order that may free serve Him, 
love Him, contemplate Him. become special- 
ists His service and for His sake. The goods the 
world and all anxiety concerning them cheerfully re- 
nounce. recognize the inherent beauty and superior- 
ity bodily chastity and make means closer 
spiritual union with our Savior. the bidding 
so-called superior, not because the superior the embodi- 
ment wisdom, but because any nail good enough 
hang the precious garment obedience on. 

And teachers, too, enter into the Easter spirit. 
when, the first place, rise from our pro- 
fessional sins. Has our teaching been blind and form- 
less? been taken with details lose 
sight the supreme reason for the existence the Cath- 
olic school? Has been makeshift. Has been 
merely piece the day’s routine? been other 
than means mental and spiritual growth for our 
pupils and for ourselves? Such questions contribute 
examination our professional conscience. (observe, 
please, that are optimistic enough presuppose the 
existence professional conscience.) 

rise from our professional sins when set about 
rectifying our faults and shortcomings and wrong meth- 
ods teaching; when study carefully and impartially 
the conditions under which work, and endeavor 
conform them the principles that underlie our educa- 
tional activity; when enter the classroom after the 
Easter recess filled with the determination making our 
teaching more fruitful and more potent; when are 
resolved grow ourselves and make our pupils grow 
holiness, wisdom, culture and practical effici- 
ency. 

These things cannot fail take into ac- 
count the illuminating and vivifying fact that the Easter 
spirit is, the second place, union with our risen Lord. 
must work for Him and with Him and Him. 
must identify our little selves and our feeble efforts with 
the perscoality and the methods Christ the Teacher. 
our first Master Pedagogy. must ever ask 
ourselves, with the childlike simplicity that 
the taint irreverence, How would our Savior 
teach this lesson? How would our Savior deal with this 
specific problem? And must not expect angel from 
heaven come down with the answer, the 
answer, the all sufficient answer, the New Testament. 
There not only learn what the Blessed Redeemer 
taught, actually see Him teaching. learn 
His methods. There see the model all the peda- 
gogical virtues. There observe His infinite tact and 
His infinite patience and His infinite:zeal. There note 
His unfailing recourse familiar illustrations break 
the bread truth. There behold Teacher 
never substitutes books for life. There, above all, 
recognize Teacher Who the midst His 
one that serveth. 

Such are some the practical aspects the Easter 
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season and the Easter spirit. 
our duty, Christians, religious 
and teachers, rise with Christ 
from the unworthy past and live 
with Christ perfected future. The 
individual goes astray, and the world 
goes astray, whenever the individual 
and the world fail unite themselves with our Savior. 
And that teaching naught which fails embody ever 
present with Him—with His principles, His ideals, 
His methods. 

Shakespeare the Immortal. Despite its momentous pre- 
occupation with the European war and other things, the 
world pauses this month April, 1916, pay its trib- 
ute respect and love and admiration the Bard 
Avon. Three hundred years ago the 
this month man died country town England; and 
today commemorate the fact—not much that 
died that lived fully and fruitfully that 
correct sense may said that can never die 
all. 

Most are not destined for that kind of.immortal- 
ity. who write these lines, and most you who read 
them, will not remembered three hundred years after 
our can all indeed great, our own little 
ways, and great the eyes God, which the most 
important aspect the matter, after all; bet few 
are cast large mold that the world will mark our 
going and remember our lives and our works long 
the world has memory for men and things. 

Shakespeare remembered because the greatest 
writer the world has known. The man himself—despite 
the efforts and ingenious deductions pedantic scholars 
—remains decided nebulous; some people—including our 
friends, the Baconians—doubt his very existence. But 
nobody doubts the existence and the power the plays 
that bear his name. Every man who achieves supreme 
excellence does one thing superlatively well. Shakespeare 
wrote plays better than anybody else. Shakespeare probed 
the human heart and told, better than anybody else, what 
found there. And therefore held undying 
remembrance. 

Teachers have much learn from Shakespeare. The 
teacher needs knowledge the human spirit, practi- 
cal understanding human psychology. That knowledge 
can gain large measure from study the Bard 
Avon. The children every classroom are potential 
Othellos and Henry V’s and Portias and Lady Macbeths 
and Iagos and Hamlets and Margarets and Imogens and 
Falstaffs and Orlandos and Cordelias and Cressidas. The 
teacher who builds theories life from his dreams his 
desires hopelessly astray; the teacher who studies 
life from the textbook phychology pedagogy falls 
into snares and victimized delusions. But the 
teacher who accepts Shakespeare guide knowl- 
edge life and understanding human character 
cannot make any really serious mistake. Time and human 
experience have set upon the works Shakespeare the 
seal authenticity. The Bard Avon knows whereof 
speaks. 

And speaks passing well. has the gift expres- 
sion. is—in the only sense which may use the 
word connection with finite being—a creator. 
master word magic. Imagination—a faculty needful 
and constructive every department life—kindles 
the touch his quenchless torch. this respect, too, 
teachers may profitably sit his feet. They, more than 


most men, need know how express themselves 
means the spoken word. They, more than most men, 
need possess the power kindling 
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far the power can acquired, Shakespeare can 
part it. 

Teachers who are religious—who have deliberately and 
for greater good cut themselves off from active and 
personal participation worldly affairs—need study 
Shakespeare. Since they are teachers, they must have 
knowledge life—but since they are religious they 
cannot secure that knowledge actual first-hand experi- 
ence. Their only consistent precodure have recourse 
the great books the world wherein human life 
depicted, and Shakespeare’s plays stand first 
the 


Superiors religious communities should study Shakes- 
peare. Their grace office does not imply miraculous 
powers; and for them attempt govern men, even 
religious men, without comprehensive knowledge 
human nature act the assumption that they are 
the recipients miraculous inspirations. reading 
Shakespeare’s plays will help all superiors tremendously. 
not say will them more good than retreats and 
vigils and acts mortification and persistent prayer; but 
will them different kind good. They will know 
themselves better, and their shbjects better, the time 
they are through. 


All who are convinced—or who want con- 
vinced—of the advisability studying Shakespeare should 
continually bear mind one important thing. Studying 
about Shakespeare not studying Shakespeare. 
relatively futile bother ourselves about such questions 
as, Was Shakespeare good moral man? Was Shakes- 
peare Catholic? Did Francis Bacon write. “As You Like 
It”? Did Shakespeare know Greek? Was Shakespeare 
lawyer? Goethe’s conception Hamlet correct? Isn’t 
Shakespeare vulgar places? Doesn’t Shakespeare vio- 
late the traditional Doesn’t Shakespeare make 
many mistakes fact? The essential thing that 
read the plays and realize their truth life and their 
applicability ourselves and the men and women 
about us. 


Shakespeare Exercises. many our schools exer- 
cises will held commemorating some way other 
the Shakespeare tercentenary. This But 
devoutly hoped that the exercises will less the 
nature public display than the nature natural 
flowering the work our English classes. There 
one very easy and practical test. the preparation the 
exercises involves labors outside class, even the par- 
tial suspension regular lessons, then are going about 
the matter the wrong way. If, the other hand, the 
greater part the preparatory work can fit smoothly into 
the daily procedure the classroom, assumes its 
rightful place the classes literature, history and vocal 
expression, then can rest assured that are doing 
honor Shakespeare the way which should 
honored. 


But truce theoriizng. Let here submit tenta- 
tive and possibly suggestive program for school Shakes- 
pearean festival that can made natural, almost inevit- 
able outgrowth classwork. 


Several five-minute talks individual pupils such 
subects as: “Why Study Shakespeare,” “Stratford-on- 
Avon,” “Shakespeare the Man,” “The Woman Shakes- 
“Shakespeare’s Fools and Clowns,” “Catholic Al- 
lusions Shakespeare,” “Shakespeare’s Plays and the 
Laws God.” 


Several monologues from Shakespeare—just plain, 
old-fashioned acted understandingly 
individual pupils. For instance, Jacques’ “Seven Ages 
Man” from “As You Like It,” the opening soliloquy from 
“King Richard III,” Portia’s plea for mercy from “The 
Merchant Venice,” bit Shakespearean oratory from 
“Julius Caesar” the famous “Once more unto the 
breach, dear friends” from King Henry V.” Falstaff’s 
“Catechism Honor” from the First Part “King Hen- 
IV,” Prospero’s farewell magic from “The Tempest.” 


The simple presentation complete scene from 
one the plays. This offers wide range 
but especially recommend one the following: The 
scene involving Brutus, Cassius and Casca the first act 
“Julius Caesar”; the quarrel scene from the same play; 
the trial scene from “The Merchant Venice”; the depo- 
sition scene from “King Richard II”; the forest scenes 


from “As You Like it”; the scene between little Prince 
Arthur and Hubert “King John”; the graveyard scene 
from “Hamlet.” 


Vocal renditions some the beautiful songs scat- 
tered through the plays, such “Sigh More, Ladies,” 
“Under the Greenwood Tree,” “Blow, Blow, Thou Winter 
Wind,” “Tell Where Fancy Bred” and the fascinat- 
ing serenade from “Cymbeline,” “Hark, Hark, the Lark 
Heaven’s Gate Sings.” 


Incidental music with Shakespearean flavor, The 
traditional music for the songs and marches not especi- 
ally difficult. 


Costumes are desirable, but not necessary. Elaborate 
scenery uncalled for. Opportunities will found for 
using boys only and girls only and both boys and girls. 
Let the main consideration that the pupils understand 
the lines they recite and that their pronunciation accur- 
ate and their enunciation distinct and that their gestures 
few, simple and natural. preparing such program 
both teacher and pupils will learn love Shakespeare, and 
witnessing the final performance not few the old

interesting Book Test. college instructor re- 
cently put this question his students: “Suppose that 
you were sentenced spend the rest your life 
uninhabited island, absolutely devoid human compan- 
ionship. And suppose that you were allowed take 
twenty books with you. What books would you select?” 


The young men were given understand that the 
instructor did not want list the best twenty books 
universal literature, the twenty books that one would 
like have his friends read, but the twenty books that 
one would take for intellectual companionship for the 
remainder one’s days. The results proved interesting; 
but the following books, the order given, received the 
highest number vtes: 


Shakespeare, the Bible, the Standard Dictionary, 
Dante, Thomas a’Kempis, Milton, Homer, Cardinal New- 
man, Dickens, Thackeray, Virgil, Scott, Tennyson, Mac- 
aulay, the Confessions St. Augustine, Bobbie Burns, 
Keats, Shelley, Goethe and Green’s “Short History 
the English people.”

the career and works 
Frederic Ozanam studied 
the doings man who 
sought further the interests 
the Church and humanity 
works external charity, 
the labors his pen and 
through his office university 
professor. his great con- 
temporary, Lacordaire, see 
the same end unflinchingly pur- 
sued according somewhat 
different means. The two men 
had much common. They 
were contemporaries and 
friends, they were briliant and 
accomplished, they were once 
practical and pious, they had 
courage and_ resourcefulness, 

BROTHER LEO, F.S. they were cognizant the 
needs the troublous times which they lived. Yet 
they followed diverse paths. Ozanam laid emphasis 
works; Lacordaire, prayer. After mature reflection, 
Ozanam found himself called the married state; Lacor- 
daire, the priesthood and the religious life. Ozanam 
was teacher and writer; Lacordaire, preacher and 
monk. What Ozanam did with his Society St. Vin- 
cent Paul, Lacordaire did through his prayers and self- 
abnegation. Ozanam opportunity beckoned from the 
rostrom the Sorbonne; Lacordaire, from the pulpit 
Notre Dame. The names both merit eternal perpet- 
uation the roll Catholic writers; but while Ozanam 
reaches that distinction through his academic outlook and 
scholarly tone, Lacordaire arrives along the path that St. 
Chrysostom and Bossuet had already followed—the lit- 
erature the pulpit. 


His Life Story. Born near Dijon, France, 1802, 
John Baptist Henry Dominic Lacordaire was distin- 
guished child for his ardent piety and for amiable 
penchant for playing preacher, was entered 
the state lycee Dijon the age ten, and when 
returned home seven years later had lost his piety 
and belief the Catholic Paris continued 
his legal studies and eventually achieved notable success 
advocate. But even the midst his professional 
triumps felt strangely forsaken, and his mind, follow- 
ing his heart, gradually returned religion. decided 
abandon the bar, and accordingly entered the seminary 
Issy the age twenty-two. Three years later 
was ordained the priesthood. was assigned chap- 
laincy, that involved the teaching Christain Doctrine, 
and interested himself the students lycee Henry 
IV. thought for time going Poland; then 
actually accepted the office vicar general for the arch- 
diocese New York, and was the point sailing for 
America when political upheaval France and invi- 
tation from the Abbe Lamennais become associate 
editor the newspaper, induced him remain 
home. The first issue appeared October, 
1830, and Lacordaire, together with the youthful Monta- 
lembert, was intimately connected with the publication 
until its suspension. With Lamennaise they went 
Rome appeal against the condemnation hurled the 
French bishops against the periodical; and when the pope 
confirmed the censure the French episcopate Lacor- 
daire wholeheartedly submitted and shortly after severed 
his relationship with Lamennais. 


The condemnation and the liberal ideas 
had espoused drove the unfortunate Lamennais out the 
Church; but drew Lacordaire closer her bosom. 
Early 1834 began the College Stanislas series 
conferences which, originally intended for the students 


the institution, soon attracted wide attention and 
brought crowds eager listeners which included such 
men Lamartine, Berryer and Victor Hugo. The young 
preacher received more than applause and approval. Crit- 
ics were not wanting who, remembering Lacordaire’s inti- 
macy with Lamennais, feared that his views were radical, 
incendiary and pernicious. The series the College Stan- 
islas suddenly ceased; but shortly after Lacordaire was in- 
vited the Archbishop Paris give course lenten 
conferences Notre Dame. This epoch-marking event 
began early 1835; second series was given the follow- 
ing year. 

1839 Lacordaire, then his thirty-eighth year, was 
received into the Order Preachers Rome; and some 
ten years later returned France provincial the 
Dominicans and succeeded re-establishing the order 
France. was again invited the pulpit Notre 
Dame and for nearly ten consecutive years continued 
mold public opinion favor Catholic ideals and 
Catholic practice. After the fall the government 
Louis Philippe 1848, Lacordaire was elected the Na- 
tional Assembly; and persons fond noting contrasts 
and incongruities were doubtless impressed the spec- 
tacle the erstwhile friends, Lacordaire and Lamennais— 
one his Dominican habit and the other the garb 
unfrocked priest, seated not far from each other 
the parliamentary benches. But Lacordaire resigned his 
seat within month. His disapproval Napoleon III ne- 
cessitated his departure from Paris 1853; and never 
again returned save receive his admission into the 
French 

His last days were spent Soreze where the Domini- 
cans conducted school for boys and young men. La- 
cordaire was placed charge the institution, and there, 
after his life activity and vicissitudes, secured rela- 
tive peace. The English critic and poet, Matthew Ar- 
nold, his book, French Eton,” describes visit 
made there 1859. was shown across the court, 
old stont staircase, into vast corridor; door this 
corridor was thrown oper, and large bare room, with 
carpet furniture any kind, except small table, 
one two chairs, small bookcase, crucifix and some 
religious pictures the walls, Lacordaire, the dress 
his order, white-robed, hooded and sandalled, sat before 
me.” The Englishman was deeply impressed with the 
gentle kindness the distinguished Dominican and with 
the air cheerfulness and quietude that pervaded the 
place. Despite intimations the contrary the part 
some recent writers, have reason believe that 
Lacordaire felt his. life Soreze and 
humiliation. “One the great consolations pres- 
ent life,” wrote, “is that have now God and the young 
for sole companions.” died Soreze Novem- 
ber, 1861. 

HIS CHARACTER. Lacordaire wrote playfully 
his friend, Madame Swetchine 1836: certainly must 
have some the Arab me.” had. had the 
Arab’s impetuosity, the Arab’s restlessness, the Arab’s 
innate gentleness and eternal fire; most all, the Arab’s 
unswerving devotion. His character grew 
rapidly through the years. affords, almost every 
point, striking contrast Lamennais. “That grand, im- 
moderate spirit,” Sainte-Beuve calls the unhappy foun- 
der after his disappointment Rome, led 
life proud embittered, its close marked ob- 
scure cortege through the streets Paris and burial 
unhallowed grave the cemetery Pere Chaise. 
The disappointment was keenly felt Lacordaire, but 
made means intellectual development and 
spiritual sanctification. There can question, any 
stage his life, the worthiness his motives and the 
purity his intentions. Praise failed inflate, condem- 
nation sour him. And the history his religious life, 
his regularity, his obedience and extraordinary morti-

fications, the history saint. Not often, indeed, has 
Church history furnished happy blending the vir- 
tues the apostle and the virtues the anchorite. 

Montalembert has drawn remarkable pen picture 
the Lacordaire the Avenir era: “He was twenty- 
eight years age. His slender frame, his delicate and 
regular features, his sculptural brow, the royal carriage 
his head, his black and flashing eyes, and know not 
what union elegance and modesty his entire person 
—all this was but the envelope soul which ever 
seemed the point flying away heaven. His 
flaming glances emitted treasures both indignation and 
tenderness. His voice, already nervous and vibrat- 
ing, often assumed accent infinite sweetness. Born 
for combat and for love, already bore the seal the 
double royalty soul and talent. appeared 
charming once and terrible; the very type enthusi- 
asm for good and virtue armed the cause truth. 
saw hom one predestined all that youth adores 
and admires most—to genius and glory.” 


THE EDUCATOR. Unlike Fenelon, Lacordaire has 
written formal treatise pedagogy; unlike Ozanam, 
most his days were not spent professorial chair. 
Yet first attracted attention—and hostility—by con- 
ducting little school where religion was taught de- 
fiance godless government. The officials entered the 
school and said the pupils, “In the name your coun- 
try command you leave.” Whereupon Lacordaire 
promptly cried: “In the name your God and your par- 
ents, command you stay.” And the pupils stayed. 
The last serman ever preached Paris—it was the 
Church St. Roch 1853—was defense the educa- 
tional work the Brothers the Christian Schools. His 
success head the Dominican college Soreze was 
pronounced; and what, not vitally educational, the 
burden his “Letters Young Men”? Some words 
uttered shortly before his death amply reveal that 
possessed the secret the true educator: have al- 
ways tried serve God, the Church and Our Lord Jesus 
Christ; and have ever loved—oh, dearly loved!—children 
and young people.” 


THE PREACHER. Lacordaire’s greatest influence 
his time was exerted through the conférences deliv- 
ered, notably from the pulpit Notre Dame. Many 
those conférences have been preserved, and they are 
slight contribution our literary heritage; but who 
read them, however sympathetically, today, can catch but 
faint impression the vigor, the winsomeness, the per- 
sonality his utterances they fell upon the ears 
the Parisian congregations yesterday. The conferences 
renewed the face the earth. “Lacordaire,” once said 
adverse critic, “never, far know, converted 
single individual.” “True,” retored friendly critic, “La- 
cordaire’s mission was cnvert nation; and did it.” 

The keynote Lacordaire’s conférences may given 
his own words: “The old social order perished because 
had driven out God; the new social order suffers be- 
cause has not invited God return.” method 
expounding Catholic truth was somewhat akin the 
novel inductive method adopted Chateaubriand. 
involved, not formal and stiffly logical demonstration 
Catholic dogma. but discoursive, seemingly unsystem- 
atic presentation truths, starting with premises which 
all rational beings must perforce accept. The spirit the 
age was the spirit rationalism run riot, negation 
the fundamental truths faith; Lacordaire perceived 
the uselessness proceeding along the lines conven- 
tional and traditional argument; saw the need find- 
ing some common ground with his auditors and thence 
leading them the truth. 


Lacordaire’s conférences have slight resemblance 
the typical French sermon. Formally, they are not ser- 
mons; they are more like causeries. For the conventional 
exordium substituted brief and pointed introduction. 
The traditional three points ignored. Instead the 
elaborate preoration, employed short,forceful con- 
clusion based upon the matter the discourse and often 
suggestive rather than complete and decisive. 


His contemporaries—who, after all, are the only com- 
petent judges—pay high tribute Lacordaire’s technical 
born and made. possessed, addition minor 
gifts and accomplishments, the art establishing vital, 
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the largest high school for the world, the Washington New York city, the students are giv- 
thorough knowledge flowers and garden truck basis for their higher studies.

The Artist 


Jean Francois Millet, one the greatest French paint- 
ers his time, was born Greville, France, 1814. 
His father was poor peasant, and until years 
age Millet spent much his time hard labor upon 
their little farm, located the Norman village Gruchy, 
near Cherbourg. His grandmother and his uncle, 
priest, gave him the rudiments general education. 
Very early showed his talent for drawing and paint- 
ing unmistakably that his father determined send 
him art school. Hence happened that the year 
1834 found the lad studying with the artist Langlois, 
Cherbourg. Here his remarkable progress influenced 
the city council give him small pension that 


might Paris study. 

Paris studied with the Artist Delaroche. 1843 
left this artist’s studio paint pictures earn his 
living. suffered long with poverty and neglect. 
1848 painted “The Winnowers,” which brought him 


hundred dollars and gave him courage defy the world 


and follow the promptings his own genius. His 
friend, Jacque, the artist, persuaded him the following 
year with him the little village Barbizen, 
the forest Fontainbleau. Here Millet was remain 
the rest his life. Here produced “The Sower.” His 
pictures were refused the Paris Salons, where the 
public did not care for pictures genuine peasants. 
To-day many his pictures are worth more than their 
weight gold. 

1853 exhibited the Salon Paris “The Reap- 
ers,” followed soon Shepherd” and the “The Sheep 
Shearer,” and received his first medal 1855. Peas- 
ant Grafting Tree” appeared two years later, and “The 
Gleaners” 1857. Pictures which followed were “No- 
vember,” Woman Churning “The Angelus,”

DRAWING AND MANUAL ARTS

People are realizing the economic value birds.

APRIL BIRD STUDY 


THE ROBIN 


Gilbert Pearson Audubon Educational Leaflet 

bird holds prominent place the minds the 
American people the Robin. distinctively com- 
panion man, and wherever his hand has cleared the 
wilderness the Robin has followed. From Mexico 
Yukon the traveler meets it, and the residents will tell 
him its coming and going. has passed into the 
literature the country, and one reads the 
books science and romance. Poets weave its image 
into their witchery rhyme, lovers fondly spy upon 
its wooing, and the fireside every household chil- 
dren lisp its name when stories are told the twilight. 


Spring 
Heedless indeed the ear that does not harken when 


the Robin sings Loud and clear calls dawn, and 
sweet are the childhood memories brings fresh 
green fields swept gentle winds and apple blossoms 
filled with dew. 


One spring, pair built their nest the limb 
balsam standing beside much used walk near home. 
gathering the material for the nest, the greatest care 
was exercised work those hours when there was the 
least chance being observed. Thus, the greater part 
was done the early morning, when few people were 
astir. Perhaps one reason for this was that the blades 
dead grass, twigs, and other nesting materiai, were 
then damp and pliable from the dew the night, and 
were much more easily woven into position than after 
they had become dry and brittle. Only during the last 


few days construction did detect the birds working 
the afternoon. The mud for their nest was found 
little pool the end leaky horse-trough. 

April the nest appeared completed, for 
more materials were brought. the 22d the female 
began sitting. could see her tail extending over one 
side the nest, her bill pointing upward sharp angle 
from the other.

hours joyous, happy life the grass and the shrub- 
bery. strongly suspected the academy cat knew where 
they had gone. 
Knowing that the family would never return the 
nest, removed from the limb, for wanted see

Tennessee Robin Roost 


Robins winter sometimes congregate thousands 
roost favorite spot, and here the hunters often 
come take them, the manner which, Aubudon tells 
us, people destroyed many Wild Pigeons during the 
last century. Stories their killing creep into the pub- 
lic press, and over their coffee men marvel the slaugh- 
ter birds that goes on, sometimes their immediate 
neighborhood. Here authentic account the raid- 
ing one such roost, given the writer Dr. 
Claxton, United States Commissioner Education. 
was familiar with many the details, and will vouch for 
the truthfulness the facts here set forth. says: 
“The roost which refer was situated what 
locally known ‘cedar glade,’ near Fosterville, Bed- 
ford county, Tenn. This great cedar country, and 
Robins used come immense numbers during the 
winter months, feed the berries. the middle 
winter’s afternoon, the birds would begin coming 
our house enormous flocks, which would follow one 
another like great waves moving the direction 
the roost. They would continue pass until night. 
lived fifteen miles from the roost, and was mat- 
ter common observation that the birds came this 
manner from all quarters. 


“The spot which the roost occupied was not unlike 
numerous others that might have been selected. The 
trees grew height from five thirty feet, and 
for mile square these were literally loaded night with 
Robins. Hunting them while they roosted was favorite 
sport. man would climb cedar tree with torch, 
while his companions, with poles and clubs, disturbed 
the sleeping hundreds the adjacent trees. Blinded 
the light, the suddenly awakened birds flew the torch- 
bearer, who, seized each one, would quickly pull 
off its head, and drop into sack suspended from his 
shoulder. 

“The capture three four hundred birds was 
night’s work for any hunter. Men and boys 
would come wagons from all the adjoining counties 
and camp near the roost for the purpose killing 
Robins. Many times, one hundred more hunters, with 
torches and clubs, would work single night. 


For three years this tremendous slaughter continued 
winter, and then the survivors deserted the roost.” 

These are almost the identical methods employed 
killing untold numbers Wild Pigeons, which to-day 
are probably extinct birds America. 


His Food 


That protection should extended the Robin be- 
cause its economic value destroyer injurious 
insects many observers unite stating, despite the ob- 
jection sometimes raised regarding its fondness for small 
The United States Department Agriculture, 
which looks carefully into various subjects vital 
importance our country, sent Mr. McAtee, 
expert naturalist, Louisiana one winter, and made 
many observations the feeding habits these birds. 
Under date February 20, 1910, reported: 

collected twelve Robins near here yesterday, and 
got the following results from examination their 
gizzards: Eight had eaten nothing but insects, the other 
four had taken, respectively 95, 80, and per cent 
insects and other invertebrates. The insects eaten in- 
cluded grasshoppers, bugs, beetles, weevils, bill bugs 
and carabids, wire worms and others, caterpillars, in- 
cluding cut worms. Another day collected three 
other Robins which had eaten insects, including larve 
crane flies, which are sometime known leather-jackets. 
The larve feed the roots grasses, including grain 
crops and other plants, and are sometimes quite injurious. 
Each the three birds had eaten one more specimens 
leaf beetle, plant feeder, and injurious. 
basis the eighteen stomach have examined this 
month, consider the Robin essentially in- 
sectivorous bird Louisiana February. notice that 
great numbers the Robins feed open, grassy fields, 
where their diet must consist largely animal matter, 
the birds not eat weed seeds.” 


Classification and Distribution 


The Robin belongs the Thrush family. ranges 
thruout North America from the southern end the 
Mexican tableland northward the limit trees 
Labrador and Alaska. this great area represented 
three geographical races: the Eastern Robin, the male 
which shown the accompanying plate; the West- 
ern Robin, which like the Eastern bird, but has little 
white the tail and black markings the 
back; and the Southern Robin, which, the mountains, 
breeds far south northern Georgia, and 
and paler than the Northern bird.

TROUBLE WITH MEXICO 

The expected has finally come pass. The United 
States has been forced intervene with its army 
Mexican affairs. the evening March Francisco 
Villa, with band 400 500 Mexicans, crossed the 
international boundary line and gained access the 
town Columbus, New Mexico. small cavalry squad 
American soldiers and small camp infantry were 
stationed Columbus, but these soldiers were taken 
surprise and they were vastly outnumbered the Mexi- 
cans, who made raid thru the town, pillaging and burn- 
ing buildings. The leading hotel was burned and most 
the more important buildings the town. the 
United States soldiers, including the cavalry and infantry 
squads, attacked the Mexicans they made flight toward 
Mexican soil. The cavalry gave chase for several miles 
into Mexico and reported that they killed something 
more than 100 Mexicans before they turned back. 

This bold invasion American territory aroused pub- 
lic opinion and the government Washington, and plans 
were quickly formulated for sending expedition into 
Mexico capture General Villa, dead alive. The un- 
prepared military conditions, however, made necessary 
lose week’s time getting small force ready 
march. said that only about 20,000 regular soldiers 
are available this country for use Mexico. The first 
expedition which crossed into that country, March 12, 
under the direction General Pershing, was about 
5,000. expected that this will followed an- 
other expedition few days about the same num- 
ber. General Funston general charge the army 
arrangements, but General Pershing immediate 
charge the details the expedition Mexico. 

March Congress adopted resolution author- 
izing the President raise the United States army 
full war strength, which may add about 20,000 recruits 
the present force. will some time, however, be- 
fore these recruits can trained ready for service. Gen- 
eral Funston reported having called for 50,000 
troops for patrol duty along the international boundary 
between the United States and Texas account the 
removal the regular soldiers for the Mexican ex- 
pedition. 

Our government has assured Carranza, who the 
recognized head the facto government Mexico, 
that this movement not invasion Mexico, but 
only punitive expedition. The sole purpose 
capture Villa. When that done the force will retire 
from Mexican soil. 


OUR DIPLOMATIC CONTROVERSY WITH 
GERMANY 

Ever since the destruction the British liner, Lusi- 
tania, May 1915, the German submarine, causing the 
loss about 1,200 lives, including over 100 Americans, 
there has been international controversy going 
between our government and the German government 
regard the rights citizens neutral country 
travel unmolested the high seas, whether the pas- 
sage taken vessels neutral nations merchant 
vessels belligerent nations. President Wilson has de- 
clared that this country would hold Germany strict 
accountability for her action torpedoing merchant 
vessels case resulted the loss American lives. 
Finally, Germany was induced frankly admit that her 
mode under-water warfare, illustrated the Lusi- 
tania case, was contrary her policy and agree not 
any more. She would not admit, however, that 
the act was The purport Germany’s agree- 
ment the Lusitania case thus far has been that 
passenger- -carrying ships would not destroyed without 
warning and opportunity given save the passengers. 
The Lusitania matter will not considered our goy- 
ernment settled until Germany gives assurance that 
international law will respected with reference all 
merchantmen. Late January the Teuton allies served 


warning the world that beginning with March they 
would launch uncompromising submarine campaign 
all ships that are armed, whether they were warships 
merchant vessels. They contended that there 
excuse for peaceable merchant vessel carry guns, 
and they carry them proof that they intend 
use them offensively, and that this puts them the class 
warships, which can attacked under any and all 
circumstances, and that they may sunk wherever 
caught without warning and without recompense for loss 
life property. 

The long recognized rule international law that 
merchant vessel had right mount one two guns 
for defense purposes. The modern 3-inch, 4-inch and 
6-inch guns which are placed merchant vessels now 
are capable being used very effectively for offensive 
well defensive purposes, and they are able sink 
submarine very easily they can sight her. view 
President Wilson not being able induce Germany 
change her declared intentions regarding at- 
tacks merchant vessels, resolutions were introduced 
the United States Senate and House Representa- 
tives instructing the President warn all Americans 
keep off armed merchant vessels belligerent na- 
tions. These resolutions were absolutely contrary 
the spirit President Wilson’s contention with the Ger- 
man government. letter Chairman Stone the 
Foreign Affairs Committee, President Wilson said: “No 
nation, group nations, has the right while war 
progress-to alter disregard which all 
nations have agreed upon mitigation the horrors 
and sufferings war; and the clear rights American 
citizens should abridged denied, should, 
seems me, have honor choice what our 
own course should be. 

“For own part, cannot any abridg- 
ment the rights American citizens this respect. 
The honor and the self-respect the nation are involved. 
covet peace and shall preserve any cost but the 
loss honor. forbid our people exercise their 
rights for fear might called upon vindicate 
them would deep humiliation, indeed. would 
the violation the rights mankind 
everywhere and whatever nation allegiance.” 

President Wilson’s position has been sustained the 
United States Congress voting down the resolutions 
referred both the Senate and the House large 
majorities. This leaves the President free enforce 
the right Americans travel safety the mer- 
chant vessels belligerent nations accordance with 
existing international law, even tho such vessels may 
armed for defensive purposes. 


THE GERMAN DRIVE AGAINST VERDUN 
FORTRESS 


The center interest the European war since Feb- 
ruary has been the German drive the great 
French fortress Verdun the upper Meuse, about 
125 miles east Paris. The German forces under the 
Crown Prince William have now been violently assault- 
ing the French fortifications about Verdun for more than 
three weeks this writing, March 15. According all 
reports the great battle going there between the 
French and German forces the fiercest and largest 
movement made since the war began numbers men 
engaged, amount ammunition expended and 
carnage both sides. appears far the 
greatest battle the war the present date. Verdun 
not city itself, nor even forts the old sense. 
great network far extending and largely concealed 
fortified positions, which make this particular part the 
battle line very this particular part the 
battle line there are grouped some twenty forts.

indefiniteness that characterizes the reading the gram- 
mar grades. This indefiniteness matters pur- 
pose, method and quantity. While teachers must wait 
for the working out scientifically established stand- 
ards this and the following grades—and 
some years before such standards can worked out— 
yet they may put more definiteness into the reading les- 
sons than now generally found them. 
Vocabulary 

The third grade teacher should realize that the end 
this year pupils ordinary ability should able 
read nearly everything within the range their indi- 
vidual experiences. This would mean that they should 
have reading vocabulary about one thousand words 
and ability read intelligently much that contains 
scattered words outsde their reading vocabulary; e., 
they should able read silently and give the “gist” 
reading matter within the range their experience 
even tho the meaning some the words must 
inferred. 

Phonics 

this time all the work phonics needed help 
reading should have been covered. This year pupils 
should become skilful applying their knowledge. 
become thus skilful, constant, purposeful drill pre- 
vious work should continued. 

When new word met with give the meaning first, 
then teach the word whole, without phonetic 
analysis. Let pupils see the word syllables and apply 
their knowledge phonics may found helpful. 

Quality Reading 

Careful training should given that pupils may 
habitually read groups words rather than one word 
time. This habit does not form itself; not only 
must taught, but drill, e., training, must given 
establish the habit, which fundamental good 
reading. 

There should little, any, reading isolated sen- 
tences. order train the habit looking for the 
thought, weighing and judging the relative values 
thoughts selection, the general procedure should be: 
(1) read the entire selection, (2) read its parts, 
groups paragraphs, single paragraphs; (3) 
there reason for it, read groups sentences 
single sentences. 

The following “type lesson” 
School Methods: 

Each teacher will have her own plans, and her own 
way leading pupils interpret and enjoy literary 
selections. The chief purpose this lesson show 
what facts must established before the children can 
understand the author’s meaning, and this must 
clearly perceived the teacher before the lesson 
given. study the poem which used the basis 
this illustrative lesson shows that the author’s pur- 
pose was express the longing the child for things 
has not seen, and his effort satisfy this longing.

much mystery attends Shakespeare’s earliest days 
that even his most worshipful biographers are not quite 
sure their facts. was not until more than century 
and half after his death that the first biography him 
appeared, and many events could not verified. Nothing 
positively known any early scholarly proficiency, 
though known that attended the grammar school 
his native town. Certainly had taste collegiate 
life and drill. 

account for the commanding genius this country 
boy has taxed the wisdom and ingenuity many able 
writers. Some, even late days, have decided for them- 
selves that the great dramas could never have come from 
such source Shakespeare, but from some mind much 
greater than his could possibly have been. Perhaps Sen- 
ator Ingalls was near the truth when once said: Ge- 
nius has pedigree prescription, and the greatest 
marvel not that the tragedy ‘Hamlet’ was written 
Shakespeare, but that was written all.” 

Shakespeare could not have been much beyond twenty- 
one when steps London. Mouldy tradi- 
tions inform that took care the horses patrons 
the theatre, and gradually worked his way place 
the stage. his acting notice reaches us. But 
his theatrical career twenty-five years (1587-1612) 
had not only produced his numerous plays, but had ac- 
quired large fortune, enabling him retire his coun- 
try estates for the few remaining years his life. 
died the early age fifty-two, and none his dramas 
were published until seven years after his decease. 

seems incredible that brief quarter century 
many great works could have been produced. Shakes- 
peare must have been prodigious worker, and have had 
nerves like iron. How his work was done standing 
well how thoroughly and beautifully was 

one. 

were unprofitable give merely catalog his 
works. But interesting know that Shakespearean 
scholars divide his dramatic career into three periods. 

Period I—1857-94. This period was given more revis- 
ing and partly re-writing plays already produced others. 
this period may placed “Henry VI,” the tragedy 
“Titus Andronicus,” and the comedies, “Love’s Labor’s 
Lost,” “The Comedy and “Two Gentlemen 
Verona.” 

Period II—1594-1600. “It this middle period 
his work that the language Shakespeare most limpid 
its fullness, the style most pure, the thought most trans- 
Belonging this period are such 
plays as, “Richard II.,” “Henry IV.,” and “Henry V.,” and 
brilliant comedies, “Midsummer Night’s 
Dream,’ “All’s Well that Ends “Merchant Ven- 
ice,” “Much Ado About Nothing,” “As You Like It,” and 
“Twelfth Night.” 

Period this period Shakespeare deals 
with more profound experiences, with the more intense 
moral struggles human life, with deeper emotions. Here 
may find the four great tragedies, “Hamlet,” “Mac- 
beth,” “Othello,” “Lear”; the three Roman plays, “Corio- 
lanus,” “Julius Caesar,” “Anthony and Cleopatra”; and one 
comedy that almost for Measure.” 

Mr. Hallam states that “no letter Shakespeare’s 
writing, and record his conversation, has been pre- 
served,” fact that his ardent lovers greatly deplore. But, 
after all, unimportant compared with his works.

Cities the Past. 

Memphis the Nile, Capital Lower Egypt, and 
Thebes the Nile, Capital Upper Egypt, are the first 
cities known history. Modern Cairo and contiguous 
villages now occupy the site ancient Memphis. The 
villages Karnak and Luxor the east bank the Nile, 
and the villages Gurna and Medinef Abu the west 
bank now occupy the site ancient Thebes. 

Thirty-one Dynasties are recorded the period 
more than four thousand years beginning with Menes, 
Founder the first Dynasty, (4500 C.) and ending 
with the conquest the country Alexander the Great 

Little authoritatively known cncerning the ancient 
Egyptianas. The early Greek writers differ among them- 
selves the accounts given. difficult, almost im- 
possible, reconstruct buried civilization from its re- 
suscitated ruins and from the enigmatical hieroglyphics 
tablets, cartouches, steles, obelisks, pylones, and tem- 
pletombs. The vast galaxy events must forever lie 
hazy white-light the unaided eye, while the few faint 
stars that appear serve but shed bewildering rays 
over Dynasties and long periods time. 

The Pyramid Kings. 

The Fourth Dynasty (about 3700—3550 C.), 
known the period the builders the Pyramids. 
Khufu (called Cheops the Greeks) was the greatest 
the Pyramid Kings. built the great Pyramid Gizeh. 

The base this pyramid covers area thirteen 
acres; rises height 480 feet. Herodotus says 
that Cheops employed one million laborers for twenty 
years its erection. 

portrait statue Cheops has recently been discov- 
ered. this Professor Petrie says: “As far force 
will goes, the strongest characters history would 
look pliable this presence. There face quite para- 
this all the portraits that 
Greek, Roman, modern.” 

The pyramids were the tombs kings. The most im- 
portant ones stand upon sandy plateau overlooking the 
city Memphis (Cairo) They are today state ex- 
cellent preservation and seem firmly set, and likely 
survive the future four thousand years. 

Golden Age Thebes. 

the time the Twelth Dynasty (about 2500—2300 
C.), Memphis seems have lost prestige the capital 
Egypt. and the seat government was tranferred 
Thebes. The twenty centuries preceding are known among 
Egyptologists the Old Empire.

unprecedented splendor. The art sculpture was brought 
excellence not subsequently surpassed. The irri- 
gation Fayum means Lake Moeris, artificial 
lake, was one the most notable achievements this 
period. The labyrinth was also the work this same

1253 C.) saw Egyptian control the entire valley 
the Nile, and mighty conquests Africa, Arabia, 
and Mesonotamia. The pshent double crown, typical 
the union Memphis and Thebes, was worn the 
Pharaoahs.
